MISSIONARY SUCCESS IN CHINA. 

: ME. ALEXANDER MICHIE'S LECTURE. 
’ On Tuesday eveniag in the St.. Andrew's 
Hall, City Hall, a lecture was delivered under the 
auspices of the Hongkong Odd Volumes Society, 
the chair being taken by H. E. the Governor. 
A large number of visitors were present, among 
them being Lady and Miss Blake. The lecturer 
was Mr. Alexander Michie, and his subject was 
“The Political Obstacles to Missionary Success 
in China.” — 

_ His Excellency said that they had been invited 

that afternoon tohear a lecture from Mr, Alexan- 
der Michie, who required no introduction to avy 
audience in the Far Bast, where his literary re- 
putation was. so well known, and where his 
last brilliant work, “ Au Englishman in China” 
was nowbeing devoured with avidity by every- 
body who could beg, borrow, orbuyacopy. The 
subject of the lecture, which was on the politi- 
cul obstacles to missionary work in China, was 
one of absorbing interest to every student of the 
history of Clina for the past three hundred years, 
and profoundly affected the present position of | 
affairs. It could not be ignored in any profit- 
rble examination of the present unhappy posi- 
tion in China: To those who had the good 
f.rtune to read Mr. Michis’s writings no 
guarantee was necessary that the lecture 
would. be instructive and interesting, and 
would be listened to with pleasure by those who 
were in attendance. His Excellency then in- 
troduced Mr. Michie. jan ‘ 

The following was the lecture : — 

With the exception of a few extremists who 
glory in the contemplation of martyrdom, who 
regard the effusion of blood as no drawback 
whatever’ to the propagation of their faith, 
men of. all classes must deplore the violence 
which attends missionary operations in China.

For the truculé elings which these 
missions have aroused in China raise questions 
of international ethics which threaten to upset 
the political equilibriam of the globe, to embitter 
inter-racial relations, aud even to threaten the 
world’s peace. Were it mae the progress of 
Christianity as a religion which was being 
obstructed by the opening of the flood-gates of 
savagery, its self-constituted guardians might, 
like other corporations, resent the intrusion of 
outside opinion. But the gravity of the matters 
at issue is such as to override mere professional 
scruples, since it is not re‘igion alone —important 
as that is—which. is affected by the course of 
events, but the wellbeing both of the people of 
‘China and of the Western States. 

And as it is the eivil power of Christendom, 
with the military force controlled by it, which 
is responsible for the introduction and main- 
tenance of missionaries in China, every subject 
and citizen of these States shares a responsibility 
of which te can be no means divest himself. It 
seems, thereforé; the bounden duty of the 
public at larye to exercise their minds on this 
Mission question, to. observe where it trenches 
on the rights and liberties of the Chinese ‘people:

In conclusion 1 must express my indebted- 
ness. for a good deal of matter contained in 
this paper to Messrs. Sarnuel Samuels, Holden, 
Wallis, Orde, Rusden and Eccles and others, 
and I trust that my efforts have been the 
means of explaining the methods used in burn- 
ing liquid fuels and the apparatus pertaining 
thereto. 

The Chairman said they had all listened with 
very great interest to ‘Mr. Lambert's paper.

fault at all with what had been stated that 
evening. (Hear, hear, and applause.) 

Mr. Stirling, Mr. Andrews, Mr. Murphy and 
Mr. Kirkwood continued the discussion, their 
remarks being 
of thé bridges referred to in the paper. 

Mr, Kinghorn said it was a subject about 
which a great deal could be said, but. as 
far as the discussion hal gone that evening 
nothing had been said about the economy 
of’it. He had been looking at the technical 
papers which had lately.. arrived from -home, 
and had found tliat. the subject was draw- 
ing a great deal of attention, and as far as 
steamers were coucerned the question .was one. 
of econon.y. It seemed to bo settled among tho 
profession that it was not safe to use the oil 
with anything else but steam in sonie form or 
other ; chat wae to say, the oil must be vaporised 
before it was used or allowed to escape. They 
had tried compressing it in various forms, and 
tried to mix it with water, buf with very little 
‘success, and up to the present the great difficulty 
had been the quantity of water required .to use 
it. onboard steamships.

MURDER OF MR. STONEHOUSE. 


Ou Sunday last, says the P.& T. Times of 
the 30th March, it became known here that on 
the previous day one more name had been added 
to the long list of foreign victims.to Chinese ~ 
ignorance and prejudice.. Rev. Joseph Stone- 
hous’, of the London Mission, ' Poking, . was

before death ended his sufferings. The 
- evidence obtained as yet does not make it clear 
who removed the body from the boat or why the 
ruffians made no attempt to prevent the removal. 
but they appear to have made off after the deed 
was done, and it is stated crossed the river to a 
market town on the other side. Neither is it yet 
quite clear who carried the information to 
the military at Lo-fa, but it is presumed it 
was the Chinese preacher. who was with Mr. | 
Stonehouse when he was attacked. <A body of 
cavalry left Lo-fa and also Yangtson on Satur- 
day evening, and after some trouble the inter- 
preter attached to the force succeeded in tracing 
the body, which was conveyed to Tungan where 
the London Mission has a station, and where 
tte remains were carefully prepared for burial 
by the native Christians and placed in a cottn 
provided by the Magistrate. ‘Ihe body was 
subsequently conveyed by rail to Peking, where 
it was interred in the foreign cemetery on Wed- 
nesday. 

The British troops subsequently geome at 
the villages on either side of the ferry, as 
the murderers appear to have belonged to 
the neighbourhood, and some prominent Boxers 
have recently been captured in the same dis- 
tricts, which may in some measure account for 
the murder, which may have been an act of 
retaliation. The P. & IT. Times regrete to see 
missionaries returning to their posts even for 
the purposa of investigating the condition of 
the Chinese and distributing relief, because sv 
many Ipw-class foreigners are now going into 
the interior for illegal purposes, who stir up 
bad feeling amongst the Chinese, and any 
defenceless missionary - following in their wake 
is liable to suffer in consequence. 

A Chinese -version of Mr. Stonehouse’s 
murder is given in the Universal Gazette. It 

says that as Mr. Stonehouse was crossing the 
ferry he observed on board some guns. Fear- 
ing that he would be involved, he exhorted the | 
ferryman to have them removed und mounted 
his horse and rode off. Just as the ferryman 
was in the act of removing the rifles, a band of 
mounted robbers came suddenly and seeing the 
_ rifles flew into a rage, asking in what direction 
the missionary had gone. The ferryman told 
them, whereupon they chased after him, and 
shot him dead.

Mr. W. W. Till, of Messrs Cornes & Co., shipping 
agents at Yokohama and Kobe, was a passenger 
with his wife and child. He had been ailing 
for some time from heart trouble, and when 
the steamer was one day out fzom Shang- 
hai he bad a ‘Telapse, and expired rather 
suddenly. He was proceeding home with a 
view of regaining his health. His remains 
were interred on the 17th inst. at Happy 
Valley. Mr. Till was principally employed in 
the Yokohama branch of the firm, with which 
he had been connected since boyhood. He was 
40 years of age. 

We have had saveral complaints from cor- 
respondents regarding the present irregularity 
in the water-supply.
